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Positive signs 

The sudden haze of optimism that has enveloped Lebanon 
during the past twenty-four hours is good news indeed, and 
there are signs this time that everyone can expect a more 
serious and more sustained drive to bring the fighting to an 
end for good, instead of just for a few days, and to start work¬ 
ing out those political and social structures of reform that are 
still the essential but ephemeral lynchpin to an enduring peace 
in Lebanon. 

It is important that both sides — symbolised in the public’s 
eye by leftist leader Kamal Junblatt and rightist leader Pierre 
Gemayel — have welcomed the agreement worked out in 
Damascus Thursday between President Assad of Syria and 
Yasser Arafat of the PLO. 

The simultaneous news that Syrian troops have started 
pulling hack from positions well inside Lebanon, and that the 
joint Syrian-Lebanese-Palestinian military committee will be 
revived to supervise and enforce the ceasefire in Lebanon, is 
another sign of progress. This is further bolstered by the si¬ 
gning by President Franjieh of the constitutional amendment 
that will clear the way for the selection by parliament of a 
new president. The timing of President Franjieh’s move is 
significant in itself, as he could have delayed signing for weeks, 
and thereby kept the political atmosphere confused more 
than it already is. 

There are no guarantees, of course, that anything approa¬ 
ching sanity will -prevail in Lebanon for very long, but these 
several events taking place one on top of the other are collec¬ 
tively a fresh sign that the maniacal streak in the country may 
have run itself out. This remains to be seen. 

It is clear, however, that the continued military battles in 
Lebanon are no good to anybody in the long run. Whether the 
fighting stops for good is probably not totally in the hands 
of the Lebanese people themselves; but the country’s political 
and tribal leaders can do a lot to make sure that efforts to 
stir up the innate Lebanese penchant for mercurialness would 
not automatically spark another round of bloodier and bloodier 
warfare. 

It is also gratifying that the impetus for this latest ray 
of hope has come from within the circle of concerned Arab 
parties, and has been quickly welcomed by the rest of the 
involved groups. 

The most optimistic sign that has emerged from the Assad- 
Arafat programme is the strong show of determination to bring 
back some super-factional authority that would deter and check 
unilateral attempts to restart the fighting once again. This may 
create the atmosphere of calm and confidence that is also a 
crucial element in setting the country back on the path of 
rationality. It would be ultimately ineffective for the nation 
to try and resurrect itself from its own rubble with such un¬ 
fortunate public demonstrations of insecurity and lawlessness 
as surrounded the recent meeting of parliament to amend the 
constitution. That meeting in part showed the Lebanese peo¬ 
ple’s will to hold on to the precious threads of their constitu¬ 
tional and republican traditions, but it was a more glaring show 
of the anarchy that continues to reign in Lebanon. If this can 
be replaced by some degree of public authority and a show 
of security, then the daily mechanics of political and commer¬ 
cial life can resume, and it is here that the people of Lebanon 
will have the opportunity to show — now more than ever — 
the ultimate positive qualities of their historic resilience.

Jordan press commentaries Sa¬ 
turday were devoted to King Hus¬ 
sein's three-week trip to the Uni¬ 
ted States, Canada and Britain. 
The King and Queen Alya retu¬ 
rned home from this trip Friday. 
The Royal couple had earlier visi¬ 
ted the Philippines. Japan and Au¬ 
stralia. 

Al Rai says editorially the Ro¬ 
yal visits this time were more si¬ 
gnificant than any other pre¬ 
vious tours because the King 
“moved with him the Arab cause 
with all its details and history.” 
It says everybody who has seen 
the King or read about his tour 
would have realised the problem 
of the Israeli occupation of Sinai, 
the Golan, Jerusalem and all the 
rest of Palestine. King Hussein has 
stressed that only right and a just 
peace will prevail — 

Al Dustour views the return of 
the King from his tour as heraldi¬ 
ng a clarification of Jordan's out¬ 
look and determining the land¬ 
marks of the coming stage. It is 
obvious, the paper adds, that our 
march is approaching a new bout 
involving the re-inforcement of 
our defensive capabilities and the 
reaffirmation of our right to prote¬ 
ct our soil and our sky without 
any conditions. The outcome of 
the tour has proved the soundness 
of Jordan’s point of view on the 
necessity for an all-out resolution 
of the crisis, particularly after Dr. 
Kissinger’s declaration that the 
step-by-step policy has come to a 
standstill. The paper calls the Ara¬ 
bs to review their future strategy 
with full and real coordination 
among themselves. 

Al Shaab says that, in addition 
to winning support for the Arab 
cause, King Hussein's visit has op¬ 
ened new vistas for economic 
cooperation in Jordan’s current 
development plan with most of the 
countries he visited. 

Commenting on the recent mu¬ 
nicipal elections in the occupied 
West Bank Al Ahram of Cairo 
points out that the nationalists 
and the pro-Palestine Liberation 


Organisation candidates emerged 
victorious , thus blocking the Isra¬ 
eli strategy to make the election 
an embryo of a Palestinian autho¬ 
rity that would supersed the 
PLO. 

“Israel can no more claim that 
the PLO is a stooge of this or 
that Arab country, nor that the 
people of Palestine have other ele¬ 
cted bodies to compete with the 
PLO as the sole representative of 
all the Palestinian people,” the 
Egyptian paper says. 

The Syrian newspapers Saturd¬ 
ay observed the 30th anniversary 
of the withdrawal of the French 
forces from Syria. They declared : 
“April 17 should prompt us to 
look to the future with more co¬ 
nfidence in victory and in achie¬ 
ving our people’s aspiration for 
unity, freedom and socialism.” 

Cooperatives 
Organisation 
finances projects 

AMMAN. — The Jordanian Coope¬ 
ratives Organisation will extend 
technical and financial support to 
any agricultural project to be im¬ 
plemented by the Cooperatives So¬ 
cieties on condition of economic 
feasibility and the availability of 
the necessary qualified manpower, 
the Director General of the Co¬ 
operatives Organisation Marwan 
Dudin, said Saturday. Mr. Dudin 
was speaking at the opening of a 
training seminar for the members 
of the administrative committees 
of the Cooperatives Societies in 
the Amman and Balqa districts. 

Loans, he added, will be grant¬ 
ed to cooperatives at a minimal in¬ 
terest rate to encourage the deve¬ 
lopment of agricultural activities 
and raise the standard of living of 
agricultural workers. 

He also stressed that in the long 
run, the cooperatives societies sh¬ 
ould become self supporting and 
finance their own projects. 


AMMAN. — The Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organisation (FAO) has 
agreed to finance ($300,000) the 
establishment of centres for the’ 
cooperative societies throughout 
Jordan, said the Undersecretary of 
the Ministry of Agriculture, Said 
Ghazzawi, on his return here Sa¬ 
turday after having attended the 
FAO Food Security Committee 
meeting held at FAO headquarters 
in Rome last week.

Indo-Soviet 
shipping agreement 
to be finalised 

NEW DELHI, April 17 (AFP). — 
An Indian delegation will visit 
Moscow soon to finalise a revised 
agreement for Indo-Soviet bilate¬ 
ral shipping services, official sour¬ 
ces said today. 

They said India expected that 
the revised agreement would take 
into account its anxiety to conso¬ 
lidate the role of India’s enlarged 
shipping capacity In its overseas 
trade and to keep its merchant 
navy fully employed. 

The two sides examined the pro¬ 
blems affecting the operation of 
the 20-year-old Indo-Soviet ship¬ 
ping service when Indian Minister 
of State for Shipping HM. Trive- 
di visited Moscow last month. 


AMMAN. — The Minister of Com¬ 
munications, Dr. Mohammed Al 
Zaben has stated that the Third 
Arab Ministers of Communications 
Conference, held in Cairo April 12-

Kenya expels Tanzanians, 
Ugandans 


NAIROBI. April 17 (AFP). — Ken¬ 
ya has given Tanzanian and Ugan¬ 
dan nationals with the East Afri¬ 
can Community's General Fund 
Services a month's salary and tra¬ 
velling expenses and told them 
they must be out of the country 
by next Tuesday. 

The order, which does not af¬ 
fect workers in the hagjointly^nm 
corporations — such, as East Afri¬ 
can Airways and Railways — was 
served last Monday, community 
sources said. 

Tanzania announced on Thurs¬ 
day that it would expel all Ken¬ 
yans working there in retaliation, 
and a senior official at EAC head¬ 
quarters at Arusha, Tanzania, said 
that all EAC workers In the Gene¬ 
ral Fund Services would in future 
work in their own countries. 

The General Fund ..Service em¬ 
ploy about 15,000 people in Ken¬ 
ya, most of them office staff in¬ 
cluding messengers, typists, secre¬ 
taries, accounts, clerks and securi¬ 
ty officers. Some high- ranking ex¬ 
ecutives are also said to be af¬ 
fected by the expulsion order. 

Among the major community 
organisations affected by Kenya’s 
action are the Civil Aviation Di¬ 
rectorate, the East African Cus¬ 
toms and Exercise Department 
and what are described as research 
organisations. 

A notice sent out by‘the Ken¬ 
ya regional Director of one com¬ 
munity department said Tanzanian 


and Ugandan nationals must lea¬ 
ve for home “with Immediate ef¬ 
fect” but EAC officials in Nairobi 
said the non-Kenyans had 
Tuesday to leave. 

Meanwhile, sources here said 
Kenya was in the process of re¬ 
placing Tanzanian and Ugandan 
nationals working at airports, both 
countries have .already,... replaced 
Kenyan nationals at their ifotfs. 

Announcing Tanzania’s decision 
to expel all Kenyan workers yes¬ 
terday, Transport and Communica¬ 
tions Minister Alfred Tandau said 
the move was in retaliation a gains t 
Kenya’s “unilateral” decision whi¬ 
ch he said had “shocked” Tanza¬ 
nia. It was taken at short notice 
and without consultation, the Mi¬ 
nister complained. 

‘The decision is not in the in¬ 
terests of the community? 1 Mr. 
Tandau said. 

He added that he had asked the 
Chairman .of the EAC Communi¬ 
cations Council, Major Marijani, to 
convene a meeting to discuss the 
Kenyan decision, but Kenya refu¬ 
sed to attend. 

He added : "A proper procedure 
must be followed. We cannot just 
make decisions without consider¬ 
ing their repercussions on the com¬ 
munity.”

JAKARTA. Apr. 17, (AFP). — 
Indonesia proposed Friday a com¬ 
pensation scheme to protect its 
trade against fluctuations of ex¬ 
ports to Japan. 

The proposal was explained by 
the Director General for Overseas 
Trade, Suhadi Mangkusuwondo, 
to a visiting trade delegation from 
Japan led by Foreign Ministry' ad¬ 
viser Hibeshi Kagawa. 

Under the proposal, Japan 
would give financial compensa¬ 
tion when its imports from Indo¬ 
nesia goes beyond a certain pre¬ 
agreed level. 

The money would be returned 
whenever the imports exceeded 
the level.

There continues to be a good 
deal of debate over the origin of 
Cuba's Angola involvement. Some 
intelligence analysts Eire convin¬ 
ced that Cuba acted under direct 
supervision of the Soviet Union 
and that any future movement of 
Cubans in Africa will be keyed 
to Soviet directives. 

Another school of thought holds 
that the Angolan effort was a Cu¬ 
ban initiative. This view more clo¬ 
sely corresponds to Cuba's own 
explanation of its support of the 
MPLA. 

Although Soviet planes and pil¬ 
ots were used to ferry the Cubans 
to Angola and although Soviet mi¬ 
litary equipment and weaponry 
were used by the Cubans, it is 
argued that the Angola involve¬ 
ment fits into Cuban Prime Minis¬ 
ter Fidel Castro’s desire to supp¬ 
ort Third World movements. 

Moreover, Angola with its Por¬ 
tuguese background and langua¬ 
ge weis closer to Cuba's Spanish 
heritage than many other African 
lands. 

Thai parties agree 
to form coalition 
government 

BANGKOK, Apr. 17 (AFP) — Fo- 
ur leading Thai political parties 
today signed a joint communique 
declaring their decision to form 
a coalition government. 

The communique was signed 
at Parliament House by leaders 
of the Democrat, Thai National, 
Social Justice and Social Nationa¬ 
list parties which together comm¬ 
and a total of 206 seats in the 
new 279-seat house of representa¬ 
tives chosen in general elections 
two weeks ago. 

The four parties pledged in the 
communique ‘to solve the nation’s 
basic problems such as poverty 
and corruption and- to preserve 
law and order, national security 
and sovereignty.” 

The Democrat Party of Prince 
Seni Pramoj, which topped the poll 
by winning 114 seats in the lo¬ 
wer house, will be ‘the core o. the 
new coalition which will uphold 
the policies of all four parties as 
guidelines in governing the cou¬ 
ntry," the communique said. 

Democrat deputy leader Pichai 
Ratakul told newsmen after the 
communique was signed that all 
four parties had completed ne¬ 
gotiations on the composition of 
the new cabinet which he expec¬ 
ted to be announced by next Th¬ 
ursday or Friday.

LONDON, April 17 (Agencies). — 
Norwich City Football Club set the 
cat among the English First Divi¬ 
sion leading pigeons today by in¬ 
flicting on Queen’s Park Rangers 
their first defeat in 13 matches. Li¬ 
verpool, defeating Stoke City, took 
over top spot in the First Division. 

Norwich, known as “giant-kil¬ 
lers" after successes over challen¬ 
gers Liverpool and Leeds United 
this season, beat the leaders 3—2, 
at Carrow Road, Norwich. 

’ Rangers' defeat, which ended a 
spell in which they dropped only 
one point in 22 successive mat¬ 
ches, has thrown the champion¬ 
ship race wide open. 

At the same time second-placed 
Liverpool were entertaining Stoke 
City in a “see-saw” thriller at An- 
field.

PARIS, April 17 (AFP). — Three 
bomb blasts in Paris in the past 
4S hours, and the discovery of two 
other explosive devices near here 
that were defused before they 
could explode, left investigators 
puzzled today. 

So far, no political group has 
claimed responsibility for any of 
the bombs, which were left near 
a number of potential guerrilla tar¬ 
gets. 

Thursday a bomb destroyed part 
of a building — near the Paris 
Stock Market — containing the 
offices of the management backed 
French Labour Federation (CFT). 

The same night, a bomb made up 
of 36 sticks of dynamite was dis¬ 
covered shortly before it was set 
to explode by a cleaning woman at 
the central court building in Ver¬ 
sailles, Southwest of Paris. 

A second explosive device of the 
same type was discovered yester¬ 
day afternoon hidden in a bush a 
few metres away from another 

Djibouti’s Ali Aref 
defeats censure 
motion 

DJIBOUTI. Apr. 17 (AFP) — An 
opposition censure motion accusi¬ 
ng Djibouti Prime Minister Ali 
Aref of a policy of "ethnic divisi¬ 
on" was defeated here today at 
the end of a lively two-day deba¬ 
te. 

The motion, sponsored by the 
16-strong opposition group led by 
Senator Barkat Gourad Hamadou, 
had called for a coalition govern¬ 
ment for the TFAI (French Terri¬ 
tory of Afars and Issas). 

But Mr. Aref accused his -op¬ 
ponents in the 40-member asse¬ 
mbly of political manoeuvers and 
said the opposition African Peo¬ 
ple’s Independence League (LIPA) 
had published ultimatums refle¬ 
cting the (annexation) demands of 
Mogadishu (Somalia). 

Mr. Aref, in turn, was critici¬ 
sed for his close contacts with Et¬ 
hiopia. 

His plans to lead the territory/ 
to independence in close associa¬ 
tion with France were also criti¬ 
cised as “neo-colonial."

much of its support as a result 
of its intransigence and militar¬ 
ism, and because it has been un¬ 
willing to present any alterna¬ 
tive to its present policy of in¬ 
definite occupation to the rest 
of the world. 

On different levels, Israel has 
been isolated and is on the de¬ 
fensive within the U.N. 

First, on the level of the pea¬ 
cemaking efforts, Israel has 
proven completely intransigent. 

Second, on the level of its 
occupation policies, it has been 
proven to be in violation of the 
principles of human rights and 
of international law. 

Third, on the question of Pa¬ 
lestinian rights, Israel's appro¬ 
ach has been completely bank¬ 
rupt and unacceptable to the 
international community. 

Fourth, finally, on a more 
philosophical level, the Zionist 
ideology was fundamentally 
questioned during the last ses¬ 
sion of the U.N. General As¬ 
sembly, and was shown to be 
essentially racist; while some 
countries were still unable to 


join in the condemnation of 
Zionist practices, their unques¬ 
tionable acceptance of it was 
deeply shaken. So, while Israel 
was very active in the U.N. and 
on the international scene, its 
position has been seriously ero¬ 
ded. 

Q. What were the effects of His 
Majesty's visit on American 
public opinion regarding the 
progress towards a just and 
lasting peace? 

A. His Majesty's visits to the U.S. 
have always left a deep impact 
on American opinion and on po¬ 
licymakers, whether in Con¬ 
gress, the executive branch of 
the government, in the inform¬ 
ation media or with leaders of j 
public opinion. The King has 
had a useful dialogue and has 
left, as usual, a very positive 
image. His Majesty has had a 
long realisation of the fact that 
the Arabs must maintain mean¬ 
ingful communication with the 
various societies in the world, 
and particularly in the Western 
world, where it is necessary to 
continue to explain Arab rights 
and defend the Arab cause. 
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
